Chicago TriiiPiie 

Rush-hour drivers in the greater Chicago area 
paid the highest congestion penalty in the US. 
again last year, averaging $1,568 in lost time and 
wasted fuel for each motorist stuck in heavy traf- 
fic, according to a nevu study released 'liiesday. 

But overall, traffic debys in the Chicago area 
and northwest Indiana eased ever so slightly in 
2010 from 2009 in the annual update of an urban 
mobility study conducted by the lexas Ifanspor- 
tation Institute at lexasA&M University. 

It means the Chicago region dipped from No. i 
to No* 2 in terms of the worst road congestion for 
areas with populations of more than 3 million, the 
stud/s authors reported. The Washington metro- 
politan area, where political gridlock also reigns, 
now is No* I * 


Chicago-area drivers lost 367 million hours be- 
cause of travel debys last year, costing the region 
$8.2 billion, the study said. 

“llie change from No. i to No. 2 is probably not 
noticeable to Chicago-area drivers,” said David 
Schrank, an associate research scientist at Texas 
A&M who led the study. “If you are in the top four 
or five cities, you Live your life around congestion 
and you plan around it.” 

While minor reductions in congestion have 
occurred nationwide in the past several years be- 
cause of a decline in driving linked to the slowing 
economy the 'lexas researchers said the latest data 
indicate more severe gridlock will return with a 
strengthening economy unless s’wift action is taken. 

Recommended remedies include expanding 
public transit lines, adding lanes to key highway 


corridors, introducing more technology and new 
roadway designs to speed traffic along, and per- 
mitting more workers to avoid commuting dtxring 
the traditional rush hours. 

“Right now would be the best time to be build- 
ing and programming new solutions,” Schrank 
said, adding that congestion will return to pre- 
2007 levels when the economy improves. 

“^u guys sitting there in the middle of the 
country with every rail line running through Chi- 
cago and incredible truck traffic, it is prime for 
con^stion to really spring back up,” he said. 

'ITc Chicago area led the nation in 2010 for 
having the highest cost stemming from truck con- 
gestion, $2*3 billion, resulting in 31 million hours 
per year of delays for the trucking industry— the 
worst in the US., the report said*

2 new apps to fix 
your commute 


Best pickup line ever?

If you’re tired of 
waiting for the CTA 
to pick you up, two 
free new apps are 
there for you. 

Uber, which 
launched in Chicago 
last week, allows you 
to order a car service 
via text message, 'lira- 
vAlarm, which alerts 
you if your train is 
delayed, was released in Chicago a few weeks 
ago. Going Public has the birzz on these 
tools— two of a few transportation apps de- 
signed to reduce commuter headaches, l ull 
disclosure: RedEye also has a free app that 
includes a train tracker. 

TravAlarm 

Platform: Use the app, available for iPhone 
and Android users, if you don’t want to wait 
on the platform for a delayed train. 

Down-low: Londoner Arkajit Bala, 29, 
launched a version of TravAlarm in Britain 
earlier this year because he was tired of wait- 
ing for the Tube. 

“His mornings never started when he 
needed them to,” TravAlarm spokeswoman 
Kate Miller said. “[^J^th the app] he could 
make himself aware of what’s going on before 
he even left the house.” 

The Chicago version, which has been 
downloaded about 200 times, allows riders to 
set an alarm that will buzz if there are delays 


on their three favorite C^I'A lines, Miller said. 

For example, if a rider typically wakes up 
at 7:30 a.m. to catch an 8:30 a.m. Blue Line 
train, an alarm will sound at 7 a.m. if there’s a 
Blue line delay 

What sets this program apart from train 
tracking apps is “the fact that it’s an auto- 
mated alarm,” Miller said, 

Uber 

Platform: Use the service, available for 
all phones that have texting capability, if it’s 
raining and you don’t want to wait for a bus 
or a taxi or you’re in an area with little or no 
cab or Cl'A coverage. 

Down-low: Uber got its first test this past 
weekend, which saw storms and a flood of 
Bears fans coming out of Soldier Field. 

“We saw a spike in requests after the Bears 
game,” said Chicago operations manager 
Allen Penn, 27. More than a dozen of Uber’s 
more than 1,000 customers requested a car 
through Uber after the game, Penn said. 

The app typically targets the nightlife set 
who want to cruise around town i n a vehicle 
more stylish than a bus or cab, Uber allows 
users to text their location and get a sedan or 
SUV sent to that address immediately. 

But time is money The base fare is $7, and 
each mile costs $3.50. The minimum fare is 
$15. Gratuity is included, and the trip is paid 
for through the rider’s phone. 

Penn estimates the ride costs nearly twice 
as much as what a similar ride in a taxi would 
cost. 

“It’s a different level of quality and differ- 
ent experience ... when you want to have that 
nice night out,” Penn said.

You haven’t liked it, but you’ve done it. 

You’ve bribed friends with pizza and beer, 
you’ve lugged boxes up flights of stairs, 
cursing your decision to take the studio on 
the fifth floor in a building with no elevator. 
Y)u’ve gone in to work the next day with 
sore, aching muscles and lived for weeks out 
of cardboard boxes labeled “bedroom” as you 
mustered up the courage to finish putting 
everything away 

Y)u’ve moved. And it probably was hellish. 

“Moving is absolutely stressful,” said Howard K. 
Weissman, a psychologist and clinical director of 
The Chicago Stress Relief Center. ‘According to a 
lot of the different stress polls that come out on a 
regular basis, moving is even above illness or divorce 
{in severity}.” Moving “may be one of the most 
stress-producing experiences” for families, accord- 
ing to a 2006 fact sheet from the American Acad- 
emy of Child and Adolescent Psychiatry 

And it’s definitely that time of year. Oct. i is one 
of the two biggest moving days of the year (the oth- 
er is May i), according to experts. Sarah-Jayne Ash- 
enhurst, a sales manager for New City Moving, says 
Oct. I has been booked solid for three weeks for the 
Chicago-based moving company 

“You have a lot of people who have fall leases 
coming up,” she said, and “October i is the day for 
people who have been hanging on for a while to get 
out.” 

As the moving activity evolves into a whirlwind, 
stress shoots through the roof too, Weissman said. 
“For some people, even thinking about the concept 
of moving can cause stress levels to rise,” he said. 
Weissman counseled battling “the frenetic energy 
that builds up” by taking time to breathe, relax and 
plan. “There’s a certain amount of emotional and 
stress hygiene that’s necessary”

Probably just the organization of 
getting from one place to the next. 1 
actually have it down to a science. 

Everything! Birth, marriage, death, 
moving: Those are the big ones. You 
are changing where you go every 
day. Everything, it’s changed, and 
that is stressful and chaotic. 

That’s something 1 actually think 
about a lot. 1 think what it is is the 
change in routine. There are a lot of 
little things that are going to throw 
you off for a little while. 

It’s just the fact that your life is up- 
rooted. You’re looking for that new 
apartment. You’re hoping your lease 
ends up on the right day. And you’ve 
still got normal, everyday life go- 
ing on. 

It is really more emotional. You’re 
picking up from everything that’s 
familiar to you [and leaving]. You’re 
placing yourself in a totally new, in 
most cases, environment. 

1 would think the most stressful 
time is when you’re moving close 
to a holiday. You can’t get rid of a 
holiday. You still have family that are 
pushing and pulling, [asking] “When 
are you going to see me?’’ 

The most stressful is probably the 
short-term [move]. Either you got 
hired for a job or you have to move 
in two weeks. Or breakups, any kind 
of abrupt change moves. 

One of the stressful parts about 
moving is things change all the 
time. If you can move at a time [of 
year] when your mover has a lot 
more flexibility, you are going to 
have stress reduced. 

One of the most stressful times to 
move is winter, because you’ve got 
snow. I know whenever we’re doing 
furniture deliveries, winter sucks. You 
can’t park on the street. Everything’s 
slushy. You can’t wear gloves. 

When employers sponsor a move 
like this, a corporate move, [they ex- 
pect] that you are in work and ready 
to start your new responsibilities 
the next day, with no sensitivity to 
what you’re going through. 

This is going to sound like 1 have 
money to throw away and 1 don’t. 

1 had a company move me. The 
stress of packing up your house was 
gone. It was the best thing 1 have ex- 
perienced in my life. 

A thousand times oven Renter’s 
insurance. The landlord’s insur- 
ance won’t cover your stuff, it will 
cover the apartment. It’s just wicked 
cheap for the year. That’s just a 
smart way to protect yourself. 

The one thing that 1 really like to 
see people spend their money on 
is having movers pack their fragile 
items. [A waste of money is] those 
big flatscreen TV boxes, they’re like 
$100. 

I think movers are money well spent 
if you can afford it. [Your stuff] just 
magically appears. If you’ve got a 
lower budget [consider renting] a 
15-seat van. Just take it for 24 hours 
and do a bunch of trips. 

[Hire someone to do] space plan- 
ning. [They] lay out a floor plan, mea- 
sure it, go to your new location [and] 
tell you exactly where everything 
should be placed. It just takes so 
much stress out of a move. 

Not being organized. Not knowing 
what’s in what box. Not having any 
sort of system. [Or] not doing the 
research on who’s moving them. 
Complaints are a dime a dozen, but 
when you see a majority of the peo- 
ple saying, they were awful. 

People’s expectation of these “uni- 
corn” apartments [with everything]. 

It probably exists, but your statisti- 
cal probability of finding it is really 
low. [Also,] limiting where you’re 
looking [to] Lakeview, Lincoln Park. 

The biggest one is probably pro- 
crastinating. As soon as you know 
that you’re moving, get a mover. [If 
you wait,] it’s never the time you 
want. That means hitting traffic. 

[People who want to] start from 
scratch [design-wise, throwing away 
their old stuff.] They don’t realize 
they’re going to be three months 
without new furniture in their new 
place. You do have to bring over a 
dresser, a bed frame and a couch. 

Not organizing: [Go] through closets 
and storage spaces [and eliminate 
junk]. At the very outset, organize 
yourself, even if it means making 
lists. And break it out into manage- 
able activities. 

I’m going to sound repetitive, [but] 
be organized. If you’re organized, it 
takes a little bit of the stress off. 

It’s a long, hard day. You’re gonna 
get snippy, you’re gonna get sweaty. 
You have to know when to take that 
time out. You just have to know that 
it’s stressful and crazy and hard. 

You want to be thorough. Asking a 
lot of questions from your mover up 
front is a really good idea. Read your 
contract. Ask every question you 
can think of. 

Budget for expenditures. You’re not 
going to have a kitchen, so you’re go- 
ing to spend a few days eating out. 

It’s five bucks here and ten bucks 
there, the next thing you know, your 
run to Home Depot is $300. 

1 would also say to pack intelli- 
gently. It helps to pack one room at 
a time, and labelling all boxes. For 
each room you’ll probably have one 
to two boxes with essential items. 
Label [them] “open first.”

JUDGE’S DELAY PUTS 
BLAGO SENTENCING 
DATE UP IN THE AIR

A federal judge on Monday postponed the Oct. 6 sen- 
tencing of former Gov. Rod Blagojevich. 

U.S. District Judge James Zagel gave no reason for 
the delay in a brief written order^ but it didnT come as 
a surprise because Blagojevich’s co-defendant^ Spring- 
field power broker William Cellini, goes on trial before 
Zagel beginning next week. 

Dan Webb, Cellini^s lawyer, had tried to raise the 
issue last week in court. TTie defense likely was con- 
cerned about the effects that the publicity from Blago- 
jevich^s sentencing could have on the federal jury hear- 
ing Cellini^s trial. 

In the same written order, Zagel also denied Bbgo- 
jevich^s bid for a new trial. TTiat, too, did not come 
as a surprise because the defense had blasted ZagcTs 
handling of the retrial earlier this year, going so far as 
to accuse the judge of being a ^'rubber stamp” for the 
prosecution. 

Blagojevich's lawyers now can make those same is- 
sues part of their appeal to the yth IXS, Circ'uit Court 
of Appeals. 

Zagel didn’t set a new sentencing date for Blagojev- 
ich, who was convicted earlier this year of sweeping 
corruption charges, including allegations that the then- 
governor sought to sell the U.S. Senate seat that opened 
when Barack Obama was elected president in 2008.

ITie student from Seattle initially accused 
bar owner Patrick Lumumba of killing Kerch- 
er, whose half-naked body was found with a 
deep stab wound in the throat.

Guillen revealed he wasn’t confident of landing a lucrative exten- 
sion before meeting Monday morning with Chairman Jerry Rein- 
sdorf, sensing his wish wouldn’t be fulfilled during a previous chat 
with Reinsdorf 

Anticipation that Guillen would depart swelled f/i hours before 
the game as his office door remained closed for an extended period, 
and he met with reporters later than normal for his pre-game briefing. 

Guilleris imminent departure surfaced hours after Marlins manager Jack 
McKeon announced he was retiring. 

“Pm not surprised this happened,” veteran slugger Paul Konerko said. 
“Pm surprised it happened today” 

TTiis marks a return to South Florida for Guillen, who was a third base 
coach on Florida’s 2003 World Series champion team, as well as the end of 
an eight-year managerial era that brought the Sox the 2005 Series title— 
their first title in 88 years— as well as plenty of controversy. 

Guillen, known for his candidness, thanked everyone associated with the 
Sox. “I have no regrets,” Guillen said. “Disappointed? Yes, because of the 
way we played this season.”
